work. The Restoration of mining will 
give a new impetus to agriculture 
throughout the state, and particularly 
in fertile valleys iu close proximity to 
nourishing mining districts, 
many of 


the old timers who left the State under 
the impression that onr raiues wore 
worked out, arc returning satisfied that 
brighter days are coming. The Cona- 
Btock is once more looming up and be- 
fore the snows of Winter come again, 
Virginia will ring with her old time 
activity. Now a project is on foot to 
drive the Sutro Tunnel to the west of 
Mount Davidson, and there is no ques- 
tion but what valuable discoveries will 
be made. Many miners who aro famil- 
iar with the country back of the old 


** mountain, claim that ledges equally as 


large as the Comstook, run throuRh 
that portion of the country, and that 
ore bodies will be discovered that will 
equal iu extent those opened up on 
the Comstook. This of course is only 
u conjecture, but it is not improbable. 
Small aBSays can be obtained from nil 
the ledges known to eiist between 
Davidson find Washoe lake, and lecent 
developments have demonstrated the 
fact that the grade of the oro increases 
very nmch as depth is attuined. All 
theso facts justify the continuation of 
a tunnel -which will no doubt bo run 
ultimately. Within sight of Keuo is a. 
mining district of much promise, and 
if capitalists could be induced to take 
hold of some of the properties and de- 
velop them, a flourishing mining camp 
overlooking the town will follow. It is 
unfortunate that those who would opeu 
up mines have not the means to do so.

hand to mouth and when they do stuke 
anything, men of money are always 
ready to share in the find. Muscle 
shows up the property and the capital- 
ist reaps the benefit.

sections of the country is demanded. 


The platform next declaies: 
"We 


have placed the wur, with its hales and 
revenges, behind us, but the settlements 
of the war must stand irrevocable, re- 
spected, honored and observed in evejy 
part of the Republic. 


It demands such a duty on wool as 


\vill secure the American market to 
American producers. Tbe resolutions 
further declare that the public lands 
should be sacredly held for the benefit 
of the actual settleis. 


The action of the President iu vetoing 


the Pension bills and the spirit mani- 
fested toward disabled soldiers is con- 
demned. His veto of the Dependent 
Pension bill is characterized as unjust 
and uuinenteci. 


In conclusion, the platform pays a 


tribute to the \infaltering loyalty and 
long services of John Sherman. 


The tariff plank was received with 


loud cheers, and all received move or 
less applause.

It was im- 
possible to rescue the body of Fnreman 
Sparks and it remained in the dreadful 
crematory. Twenty-two cars with their 
contents and one of Hhe finest engines 
on the road are a total wreck, involving 
a loss to the company of $90,000.

their chief. 'It is believed that the only 
true solution of the bloody feud is to let 
the citizens alone to settle among them- 
salves.

THE GKOWT1I OF KENO. 


The JOUBNAL rejoices that^he growth 


ol Keno has been steady, and not char- 
acterized by anything of a spasmodic 
nature. 
Though -we have not had a 


boom, in the common acceptation of 
that term, we have much reason to re- 
joice at the steady and substantial im- 
provement that has taken place. All 
the buildings that have been erected in 
our town, both business houses and 
dwellings, have been of such a character 
as to demonstrate that those who built 
them have come hare to st»y. 
The 


light, cheap structures, common to 
places where permanency is in doubt, are 
something of the past in onr city. Busi- 
ness houses are built of brick, while resi- 
dences are made oJ the very best mater- 
ial; are built solid and well, and in an- 
other year or two, even at the present 
rate, most of the old town will have 
passed away, and fine brick business 
blocks will occupy the ground upon 
•which the frame buildings once stood 
this is the kind of a boom we want. As 
our town is built up and our population 
increased, it will become more anr 
more attractive, and in the end we will 
have the boom for which we have 
watched. Next season will undoubtedly 
fc«i one of great activity hure, and real 
estate transactions will be more frequent 
than during any year sinca the settle- 
ment of Reno. 


To-morrow being a regular session of 


the County Commissioners, they will 
probably wrestle with the proposed or- 
dinance to raiso revenue to assist in run- 
ning the municipal government by re- 
quhing the business men to take out 
town licenses. The JOUKNAL has de- 
fined its position relative to this man- 
ner of taxation and is now opposed to it. 
For tho puipose of giving the Commis- 
sioners a practical suggestion, we will 
give them tho views of the lust Grand 
Jury, as to a practical plan of raising 
means, if they must have more, to run 
the »ffuii9 of Beno. These five their 
words: 


'•The Grand Jury view* witu iilurm 


he enormous expense to (ax-payeis l>y 
euson of the promiscuous nse of in- 
oxicating liquors and not alone in the 
nteiest of economy, but in the interest 
of good morals, we are in favor of a high 
ioense, and urge upon the Board of 
County Commissioners, the passage of 
an ordinance for the town of Keno which 
will require the payment of $200 per 
quarter in advance, from all persons en- 
gaged, or wno desire to engage in the 
sale of any spiritons, malt or vinous 
liquors; provided thia shall not include 
those who retail in greater quantities 
than one gallon." 


Beno can boast of too many saloons, a 


number of which have questionable ap- 
pendages. 
The licenses now paid by 


saloon men are only nominal, compared 
to what these institutions indirectly 
costs the tax-payers. 
To impose a 


heavy license for carrying on the liquor 
business would close up many, if not 
most all, of the obnoxious dives, where 
the petty offences are bred which de- 
plete our treasury by their prosecutions. 
No business which has a hpa'thy moral 
tone should bo burlbenert b: yond that 
which it should equitably i-nuy J but the 
business which naturally lucds crime, 
should as a police regulation, be made 
not only to bear tho finnuiiiil burdens 
of the crime, but should be «o taxed as 
to amount to one of the mouns of regu- 
lation. If the Commissioners will add 
to the license that the s.oiue 30 or 40 
saloons pay, the JOTJKNAI^ will approve 
of their action, but if they pass an ordi- 
nance that requires a license of all other 
callings we shall consider it unwise.

THE nOORB TRIAL.. 


A Sated Criminal Can*. 


In Bumming up the trial of L. 3, 


Moore, for the murder of his daughter 
Alice, the Virginia Evening Beport says: 


This was one of the most noted cases 


n the criminal annals of Washoe coun- 
y. The circumstances enveloping the 
ragedy, if brought to ligbt under new 
rial from conviction, would have thrown 
he notorious Bover trials far in the 
hade. 
But the defendant has been ac- 


quitted, the jury at 10 o'clock last eyen- 
iig returned a verdict of not guilty, 
after being out a little over one hour. 


It is not within the history of the 


criminal annals of this State where is 
•ecorded such a string of perjuries, on 
>oth sides, as were committed (luring 
.his trial. It would be difficult to im- 
agine that in the midst of a civilized 
community there existed such n family 
as the evidence and circumstances at- 
tending} the evidence showed the family 
of L. J. Moore to be. 'It is revolting— 
repulsive to every human feeling, und 
no possible good-can come of its publi- 
cation. 
We are in possession of every 


'act and circumstance, but let them be 
juried, rather than pander to any taste 
that would relish them. 


The defendant is acquitted, on the 


ground we suppose, that the deceased 
look strychnia poison; iiow let the jury 
reconcile their oath to do their duty by 
the State arid the community with the 
statement of the defendant that just be- 
fore Alice died, while in the throes and 
convulsions of strychnia poison, he held 
her in hia arms on the side of the bed and 
she said, "I love you, papa." 
Let the 


jury hunt for the instance where a per- 
son dying in convulsions, caused by 
strychnin poison, can even open his 
mouth, much less talk, and then affect 
the belief they did their duty to society, 
and that law which is supposed to pro- 
tect us in life end property. 


But maybe an inkling into the pecul- 


iar views of the jury may be found in 
the testimony of the brother of the de- 
fendant: 
"I said I did not believe 


there was anybody in Beno on the sell, 
but if there were I had some money 
along." 


The entire family of Ii. J. Moore is 


tough. He lived with the person who 
is now his wife several years before mar- 
riage, and had several children by her 
before the nuptials. The girls on arriv- 
ing at 12 or 13 years of age were consid- 
ered and treated by the head of the 
family as anything but bis flesh and 
blood, and nnnameable remedies were 
not unknown to any of them. 
He bru- 


talized over the whole family and finally 
went too far. Then the tough brood 
for two years held the fact of the killing 
of the eldest as a sort of blackmailing 
whip on the old man. 
They cared but 


little about the death of the sister—so 
long as they got money from him. Fi 
ually he would stand no more bleeding, 
but took counsel, stood trial, and wua 
acquitted. While most sensational and 
interesting particulars might be inter- 
woven in the above, it is as near the 
condensed truth na can be got from any 
source. 


JACK LISN'B KKIFB.—After the lynch- 


ing of Jack Lion «t Dayton, alt trace 
of tbe'iitnife that brought him to the 
gallows was lost, or at least the where- 
-abonts of the ..weapon was not made 
known. Some years ago it was made 
a present to a resident of Reno by a 
person familiar with its history, and 
who in some unknown manner became 
the possessor of it. 
After a time it was 


presented together with its history to 
John Bichardson, of the Arcade saloon, 
on Commercial Bow, where it can now 
be seen. It is a murderous looking 
knife, 
and almost as formidable a 


weapon as a cavalry sword. It has a 
bone handle that shows age, and a very 
heavy broad blaie, nine and one half 
inches long. It is simply a kuife, but 
five men were ushered into eternity 
through its medium. Mr. Richardson 
will show the knife to all who wish to 
see it.
